Indianapolis, Jan. 2.— Since the In­ 
dianapolis juvenile court first began 
operations April 17, 1903, an aggre­ 
gate of 535 children have been before 
the court. 
Of these 62 have been “de­ 
pendent” cases or those brought by 
the board of children’s guardians. The 
balance of 473 cases were those where 
children have been tried on charges 
ranging from petty pilfering to mur­ 
der. 
A total of 275 children have been 
placed on probation, 160 being out on 
probation at this time. 
Of this num­ 
ber there have been only nine boys 
who through m isconduct have been 
returned to the court for second of­ 
fenses. 
Forty-five boys and girls have 
been sent to the Julia E. Work train­ 
ing school at Plymouth, forty-two to 
the Indiana reform school at Plainfield, 
eighteen have been comm itted to the 
industrial school, two have been turn­ 
ed over to the German Orphans' home 
and four to the W hite manual labor 
school at Treaty, Ind.
